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Clinton Clerk 
refuses to issues 
marriage licenses 

The Supreme Court of the United States recently ruled that same- 
sex couples have the same right to marry under the Constitution as 
everyone else. 

That ruling set off a firestorm of debate across the nation and in 
the state of Kentucky, a development surrounding Clinton County 
Clerk Shelia Booher put Clinton County in the middle of many 
statewide headlines. 

During the last two weeks, since the Supreme Court decision, 
several county court clerks decided to suspend issuing marriage 
licenses at all... to anyone. 

According to a statement by Clinton County Clerk Shelia Booher, 
she is one of those clerks and will not issue any marriage licenses. 

“Until we determine legal rights and obligations, we are not going 
to be issuing any marriage licenses,” Booher said. “We are seeking 
legal council.” 

Several have rethought their position and decided to issue those 
licenses. 

Most of the clerks who initially refused to issue marriage licenses, 
cited conflicts with personal religious beliefs, although Booher has 
not stated officially her particular reason for refusing to carry out the 
duty of issuing marriage licenses. 

Following the landmark U.S. Supreme Court decision, Kentucky

Officials stress that 
occupational tax 
isn't earmarked for 
ambulance service 

The Occupational License Fee, or better known as Occupational 
Tax, has been in effect in Clinton County for the most part, since the 
late 1990s. However, over the years and still today, many people still 
think of it as an “ambulance” tax. 

At a recent special meeting of the Clinton County Fiscal Court, 
dealing with options to fund pay raises for most county employees, 
several ambulance service employees were in attendance and at least 
one employee of that service stated that a lot of people think the Oc¬ 
cupational License Fee is actually an ambulance tax. 

Local officials, however, are now stressing to the public that the 
Occupational Tax, although used in part to supplement and fund am¬ 
bulance service operations, is “not” an ambulance tax but that all 
revenue from the fees collected through employees payroll and busi¬ 
ness license fees go directly to the general fund and is actually used 
for general county business and other services. 

The ambulance service does not generate enough runs to have 
enough revenue to operate in the black and depend on the general 
fund for help in operating. However, according to budget numbers, 
about the same amount of funds from the Occupational Tax goes to 
supplement the Clinton County Jail as it does the ambulance service 
and further, between the two, takes up almost the entire amount of 
taxes through the Occupational License Fee collected on an annual 
basis. 

Those figures, however, were based on the past .75 cents per $100

Clinton schools will 
try 'non-traditional' 
instruction in 2016 

The Kentucky Department of Education has approved waivers 
that allow some school districts’ use of virtual or ‘non-traditional’ 
means of instruction when school is cancelled because of weather or 
other emergencies. In most cases, students will participate in lessons 
online. 

Clinton County is one of 44 districts in the state approved for the 
new program and the local school system will begin the program, on 
a as-need basis, in January 2016. The state allows anywhere from 
four to 10 days of non-traditional instruction and Clinton County has 
opted to use four days, depending on the number of days missed in 
a school year and whether or not any or all of the days are needed. 

Under the provisions of the waiver, a district may count up to 10

Enrollment for 2016 Dairy Margin 
Protection Program began July 1 


Agriculture Deputy Secretary 
Krysta Harden has announced 
that starting July 1, 2015, dairy 
farmers were able to enroll in the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture’s 
(USDA) Margin Protection Pro¬ 
gram for coverage in 2016. 

The voluntary program, es¬ 
tablished by the 2014 Farm Bill, 
provides financial assistance to 
participating dairy operations 
when the margin - the differ¬ 
ence between the price of milk 
and feed costs - falls below the 
coverage level selected by the 
farmer. 

“More than half of our na¬ 
tion’s dairy producers enrolled 
in the 2015 program, which ex¬ 
ceeded our expectations for the 
first year of the program,” said 
Harden. “We are confident that 
dairy farmers across the coun¬ 
try will again take advantage of 
this safety net program for 2016. 
USDA will continue outreach ef¬ 
forts, including partnering with 
cooperative extension services, 
to ensure dairy producers are ful¬ 
ly informed about the protections 
that this safety net program can 
provide during periods of market 
downturns.” 

The Margin Protection Pro¬ 
gram gives participating dairy 
producers the flexibility to select 
coverage levels best suited for 
their operation. 

Enrollment began July 1 and 
ends on Sept. 30,2015, for cover¬ 
age in 2016. Participating farm¬ 
ers will remain in the program 
through 2018 and pay a $100 ad¬ 
ministrative fee each year. 

Producers also have the op¬ 
tion of selecting a different 
coverage level during open en¬ 
rollment each year. Margin Pro¬ 
tection Program payments are 
based on an operation’s historical 
production. 

An operation’s historical pro¬ 
duction will increase by 2.61 
percent in 2016 if the operation 
participated in 2015, providing a 
stronger safety net. 

USDA also has an online re¬ 
source available to help dairy 
producers decide which level 
of coverage will provide them 
with the strongest safety net un¬ 
der a variety of conditions. The 
enhanced Web tool, available at 
www.fsa.usda.gov/mpptool, al¬ 
lows dairy farmers to quickly and 
easily combine their unique op¬ 
eration data and other key vari¬ 
ables to calculate their coverage 
needs based on price projections. 


Producers can also review 
historical data or estimate future 
coverage based on data projec¬ 
tions. The secure site can be 
accessed via computer, mobile 
phone, or tablet, 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. 

Dairy operations enrolling in 
the program must meet conser¬ 
vation compliance provisions. 
Producers participating in the 
Livestock Gross Margin insur¬ 
ance program may register for 
the Margin Protection Program, 
but this new margin program 
will only begin once their live¬ 
stock dairy insurance coverage 
has ended. 

Producers must also submit 
form CCC-782 for 2016, con¬ 
firming their Margin Protection 
Program coverage level selec¬ 
tion, to the local Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) office. 

If electing higher coverage 
for 2016, dairy producers can 
either pay the premium in full 
at the time of enrollment or pay 
a minimum of 25 percent of the 
premium by Feb. 1, 2016. 

The Margin Protection Pro¬ 
gram was established by the 
2014 Farm Bill, which builds on 
historic economic gains in rural 
America over the past six years, 
while achieving meaningful re¬ 
form and billions of dollars in 
savings for the taxpayer. Since 
enactment, USDA has made sig¬ 
nificant progress to implement 
each provision of this critical 
legislation, including provid¬ 
ing disaster relief to farmers 
and ranchers; strengthening risk 
management tools; expanding 
access to rural credit; funding 
critical research; establishing 
innovative public-private con¬ 
servation partnerships; develop¬ 
ing new markets for rural-made 
products; and investing in in¬ 
frastructure, housing and com¬ 
munity facilities to help improve 
quality of life in rural America.

non-traditional instruction days 
in its school calendar and not 
have to make them up. 

“As we have been reminded 
in the last couple of years, weath¬ 
er is unpredictable, and when 
harsh weather hits, it creates 
a significant hardship for both 
teachers and students alike,” 
said Education Commissioner 
Terry Holliday. “For the last two 
years, many of our districts were 
forced to close for several days 
or weeks at a time due to snow 
and cold, which not only disrupt¬ 
ed instruction but also extended 
the school year for many. While 
we hope that this winter will not 
be as bad, now students in the 
approved districts will be able 
to carry on with learning—even 
when inclement weather keeps 
them out of the classroom.” 

The 44 districts that received 
non-traditional instruction waiv¬ 
ers for the next school year had 
to submit applications that de¬ 
scribed their plans for learning 
while school was not in session. 
The applications were scored on 
a rubric that evaluated teaching 
methods, equal access to the les¬ 
sons for students without Internet 
access, staff deployment, com¬ 
munity management and assess¬ 
ment of student learning. 

All 173 school districts were 
eligible to apply for the non- 
traditional instruction waivers. 
House Bill 211, which passed in 
2014, revised KRS 158.070(9), 
to allow the education commis¬ 
sion to grant up to 10 student 
attendance days to districts that 
had an approved alternative in¬ 
struction plan. 

The law also requires the dis¬ 
trict to prove how teaching and 
learning would not be negatively 
impacted. Previously only dis¬ 
tricts that missed more than 20 
school days were eligible. 

In the spring, districts ap¬ 
proved for waivers will submit 
documentation of student and 
faculty participation and mea¬ 
surements of student learning for 
the missed days. 

The Kentucky Department of 
Education will then determine 
the number of regular attendance 
days granted to the district under 
the provision of the waiver. 

During the 2014-15 school 
year, 13 districts participated in 
the program. Each was ultimate¬ 
ly approved for between four to 
10 non-traditional instructional 
days. 

Each is participating in the 
program again this year along 
with 31 districts new to the pro¬ 
gram, according to an article on 
Ky forward, com. 

The following are portions 
of the local school districts ap¬ 
plication and plans for the non- 
traditional school days during the 
next school year: 

“When students miss so many 
regularly scheduled instruc¬ 
tional days during the year, the 
continuity of their education is 
adversely affected. The district 
has developed a non-traditional 
learning plan that will allow stu¬ 
dents to continue their education 
momentum during times when 
“traditional” school days are not 
an option. Through working on¬ 
line or with prepared packets of 
individual assignments, students 
will be afforded quality learning 
opportunities that extend beyond 
the classroom setting. 

Through a variety of internet- 
based programs accessed through 
the district website, our stud nets 
currently have the capability 
of accessing instruction at any 
time. An internet-based method 
and Cyber-snow folders for all 
students will roll out by January 
5, 2016. Teacher web pages will 
post virtual Cyber-snow day as¬ 
signments for students with in¬ 
ternet accessibility. Cyber-snow 
folders containing hard copies of 
assignments will be sent home 
to each student. Folders will 
contain detailed assignments for 
each day. Folders will be color- 
coded to signify which assign¬ 
ment students should access on 
a given day. Student folders will 
have assignments for each class 


in which they are enrolled. As¬ 
signments (either online or hard 
copy) will focus upon develop¬ 
ing in-depth understanding and 
mastery of appropriate common 
core and core consent standards. 
Based upon their personalized 
learning paths, students will have 
assignments appropriate for their 
individual needs. 

All students will receive a 
packet at the beginning of the 
second semester of school, in 
case a student losses internet ac¬ 
cess sometime during the school 
years. Teachers will be avail¬ 
able for assistance in a variety of 
ways. 

Students will be able to gar¬ 
ner access to online sources at 
several locations. First, each 
school will be open during the 
non-traditional school day to 
allow students who are able 
to come to school access to the 
computer labs. The public library 
had internet-connected comput¬ 
ers for public us. There are also 
several places, i.e. McDonald’s, 
with free wi-fi access to the pub¬ 
lic. Packets will also reflect 
the needs of students who need 
accommodated materials, such 
as large print or braille. Special 
needs students who require read¬ 
ers will have access to online 
programs with oral accommoda¬ 
tions. Those without internet ac¬ 
cess can call certified personnel 
for help understanding assign¬ 
ments. 

Community partners who of¬ 
fer internet access, such as the 
Area Technology Center, SCC- 
Clitnon County and public li¬ 
brary will be contacted on non- 
traditional days, so they will be 
prepared to assist any students 
who need to use their comput¬ 
ers during that time. The Early 
Childhood Council will conduct 
informational sessions for day¬ 
care providers, so the daycare 
providers can provide assistance 
to children who will be under 
their care during non-traditional 
school days.. Members of the 
media will also be informed of 
the non-traditional days to help 
in disseminating information to 
parents. 

Certified staff will have the 
option of fulfilling their contrac¬ 
tual duties in a variety of ways. 
Staff planning to work virtually 
will be expected to keep a log of 
activities that fulfill their con¬ 
tractual obligations from 8 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. 

Student participation will be 
gathered based upon the comple¬ 
tion of the non-traditionaal in¬ 
structional assignments. All stu¬ 
dents will complete pre-designed 
instructional activities each day 
that the superintendent desig¬ 
nates a Cyper-snow day. 

Prior to the start of the 2015- 
lb school year, the community 
will be informed about the non- 
traditional instructional days. 
First, the non-traditional days 
will be explained to the parents 
and community during orienta¬ 
tions and open houses held at 
each school. Each teacher will 
explain to the parents who visit 
his/her classroom during ori¬ 
entation how non-traditional 
instructional days will work. 
There will also be brochures and 
printed information that parents 
can take with them. 

The district will use tradi¬ 
tional media and social media 
to spread the message as well. 
Radio segments and newspaper 
stories will highlight the up¬ 
coming changes for students, if 
non-traditional days are in effect. 
Information will also be placed 
on the district website and the lo¬ 
cal cable access channel. School 
staff members will also present 
information about the new in¬ 
structional methods during vari¬ 
ous community meetings. 

Parents will be notified when 
the non-traditional days are go¬ 
ing to be used by the One Call 
Now system, district website, 
and cable access channel. Clin¬ 
ton County Schools will be uti¬ 
lizing these days per Board of 
Education discretion, although 
the planning committee ex¬ 
pressed a firm desire to use only 
three non-traditional days during 
the first year of implementation. 
Cyer-snow days will only “kick 
in” and be used for instruction 
once five days of school have 
already been missed for the year.

in OT fees collected. The new 
rate of $1.25, which began with 
the current quarter that started 
July 1, is expected to raise the 
revenues from the Occupational 
Tax by a few hundred thousand 
dollars. 

County Judge/Executive 
Richard Armstrong said during 
an interview last week that the 
county has had to borrow money 
from the road fund to make pay¬ 
roll and that those funds, by law, 
have to be paid back to the road 
fund by the end of each fiscal 
year. 

County Treasurer Dallas 
Sidwell also noted that both 
the ambulance service and jail, 
which generates very little rev¬ 
enue and very little financial as¬ 
sistance from the state, is almost 
$400,000 annually from the Oc¬ 
cupational Tax fund account, 
which combined has put a major 
strain on the county’s budget. 

The Occupational License 
Fee, or tax, combined with the 
net profits tax on businesses, 
generated around $860,000 total 
last year. 

When the Occupational Tax 
was first adopted in 1999, there 
was a clear perception that funds 
from the tax was needed to oper¬ 
ate a local ambulance service and 
there was a proposal put forth 
that half of the tax collected be 
used for the ambulance service, 
a quarter for the jail and the last 
25 percent in the general fund. 
That initial proposal did not pass 
when the ordinance was eventu¬ 
ally adopted. 

One subsection of the origi¬ 
nal ordinance creating the tax in 
April of 1999, it reads, “All re¬ 
maining proceeds shall be used 
for general governmental pur¬ 
poses, including the purpose of 
defraying the general expenses 
of county government.” 

Despite the funds used from 
the occupational fees to help 
defray costs of two discussed 
services, judge Armstrong said 
“the ambulance (service) and jail 
aren’t breaking the county. We’re 
trying to find ways to support 
them and pay (their employees),” 
he said. 

He added that over the past 
several years, “everything has 


gone up, except revenues.” He 
also noted that the local jail was 
not large enough to break even, 
saying it would take a 75-bed ca¬ 
pacity facility to do that. 

Since the recent discussions 
on county employee salaries, and 
especially the need for higher 
rates of pay for ambulance ser¬ 
vice employees to hire and keep 
experienced workers, some—in¬ 
cluding the county judge—have 
advocated making the ambu¬ 
lance service a taxing district, 
something that most surrounding 
counties already have in place to 
fund their ambulance services. 

Such a move would take 
about a year for actual revenues 
to be seen, but may be a long¬ 
term solution for ambulance 
funding problems and would be 
a tax likely imposed on property 
tax rolls. However, that proposal 
is still in the talking stages and 
would require fiscal court ap¬ 
proval. 

Area counties who have an 
ambulance service tax include 
Russell, Cumberland, Casey, 
Metcalfe, Monroe, Green and 
Adair and the rates range in those 
counties anywhere from 2.30 (in 
Casey County) up to the highest 
allotted 10 percent per $100 as¬ 
sessed value in Green County. 

Advocates of the ambulance 
service being a taxing district- 
-which would mean it would 
have an ambulance board ap¬ 
proved by the county but oper¬ 
ated by the board—say it would 
make the service self-sustaining 
without need of general govern¬ 
ment funds, as well as freeing up 
revenue from the occupational 
tax that cold be used for other 
services. 

However, opponents feel it 
would still be an extra tax on lo¬ 
cal residents, specifically prop¬ 
erty owners and do not favor 
any type of additional tax being 
imposed.

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The man who pled guilty to 
a second degree arson charge in 
connection to the 2014 fire at the 
Wayne County Attorney’s Of¬ 
fice was formerly sentenced in 
Wayne Circuit Court on Tuesday, 
June 23. 

James Rigney received a 
10-year sentence on the arson 
charge. 

He was also sentenced to five 
years each on the charges of bur¬ 
glary third degree and tampering 
with physical evidence and 12 
months on one count of theft by 
unlawful taking. 

The last three sentences are to 
run concurrent with the sentence 
on the first charge for a total of 
10 years. 

The sentence will be probated 
for five years, according to court 
records. 

Rigney entered a plea agree¬ 
ment in the case in May. 

The charges stem from the 
May 22, 2014 fire that heav¬ 
ily damaged the office of Wayne 
County Attorney Tom Simmons. 

The other person charged in 
connection with the fire, Tasha 
Brumley, entered a plea agree¬ 
ment in the case in November 
2014. 

She pled guilty to charges of 
second degree arson, burglary 
third degree, tampering with 
physical evidence and theft by 
unlawful taking under $500. 

She received a 20-year sen¬ 
tence, which was probated for a 
period of five years. 


A trial date has been set for 
Ian Miller, the man accused of 
murder in connection with the 
April 2014 shooting death of 
Gavin Thompson. Miller’s trial 
will be held November 16-20, 
according to court records. 

The trial was originally slated 
to be held earlier this year, but 
had been postponed a couple of 
times. A hearing in the case was 
held in Wayne Circuit Court on 
Tuesday, June 23. 

The shooting incident oc¬ 
curred on Highway 1275 in the 
Rogers Grove Community early 
on April 21, 2014. 

Police testimony during a pre¬ 
liminary hearing in the case in¬ 
dicated that Thompson sustained 
a gunshot wound to the stomach 
and two to the back. 

Miller told police that he was 
acting in self-defense.

The Tennessee Highway Pa¬ 
trol stated that Grinnell was 
traveling south on U.S. 27 when 
she went through a curve, lost 
control and hit a guardrail. Offi¬ 
cials stated that she was wearing 
a helmet.

She had more than three decades 
of experience in the classroom 
and had taught at schools in Indi¬ 
ana and Colorado. 

“To the students she was ev¬ 
erything. Her heart and soul went 
into the job,” said Wayne County 
Middle School Principal Melissa 
Gossage. 

Grinnell loved the outdoors 
and riding her motorcycle. 

“Definitely that the kids knew 
she would ride a Harley was 
awesome,” said Gossage. “They 
loved that about her.” 

A private funeral service was 
planned for Grinell at the Mc¬ 
Creary County Funeral Home. 

The family requested that in¬ 
stead of flowers, donations be 
made in her name to the Whitley- 
Knox Animal Shelter. 



The Barren County Grand 
Jury met Friday, June 26 and 
handed down an indictment on 
Anthony Dale Barbour in con¬ 
nection with the death of Laynee 
Wallace. The indictment was 
served at 5:20 p.m. at the Barren 
County Detention Center charg¬ 
ing Barbour with murder, tam¬ 
pering with physical evidence 
and abuse of a corpse. 


Barbour appeared in Barren 
Circuit Court on Monday morn¬ 
ing, June 29 where he pled not 
guilty. 

The investigation is still on¬ 
going and being led by Detec¬ 
tive Adam Morgan. Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney John Gardner 
said no further information can 
be released at this time. 

Barbour, 25, of Summer 
Shade, was arrested May 25 in 
relation to the disappearance of 
two-year old Laynee Mae Wal¬ 
lace who had been reported 
missing six days earlier. About 
an hour after Barbour’s arrest, 
the toddler’s body was found in 
a well near the property from 
which she was reported miss¬ 
ing on May 19. According to an 
earlier report from the Kentucky 
State Police, Barbour is the boy¬ 
friend of the child’s mother. 

Following his arrest, Barbour 
was additionally charged with 
kidnapping of an adult, first de¬ 
gree burglary, and resisting ar¬ 
rest. Barbour now faces a total 
of six charges. He is scheduled in 
court again on August 3 for a pre¬ 
trial hearing. 



It was a heartbreaking scene 
Tuesday, June 30 as a fire de¬ 
stroyed the Raj Market located 
just off Highway 111. 

The fire occurred after a storm 
system which caused electrical 
surges. According to business 
owner A.D. Patel, the fire started 
in the back where the electric 
panel was located. Everyone was 
able to escape as the fire moved 
quickly throughout the building. 

The Byrds to wn-Pickett 

County Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment was assisted by the Liv¬ 
ingston Fire Department which 
provided the ladder truck that 
pumps 1,200 gallons of water 
per minute. 

The first firefighters worked 
to contain the fire for many 
hours. Residents went without 
phone service due to the lines 
being damaged by the fire. 

The business had just went 
through a major renovation, re¬ 
placing all the gas pumps, pro¬ 
viding new cover for pumps and 
remodeled several areas of the 
store. 

The building was first built 
in 1968 by Charles and Sybill 
Crouch. 



Effective last Wednesday, 
July 1, all of the Russell County 
Schools implemented a 100 per¬ 
cent tobacco-free policy. 

The policy, which will be 
included in the student and em¬ 
ployee handbooks for the up¬ 
coming 2015-16 school year, 
states “our school prohibits all 
tobacco use by everyone at all 
times on all school grounds and 
at all school-sponsored events.” 

There will also be signs post¬ 
ed outside the schools informing 
those entering school grounds of 
the policy. 

The Russell County School 
Board passed the initiative last 
June, joining more than 40 other 
school districts across Kentucky 
in going completely tobacco- 
free. 

Russell County Schools Su¬ 
perintendent Michael Ford said 
that it is really a simple policy, 
citing the fact that nobody is al¬ 
lowed to use tobacco anywhere 
on school grounds. Ford also 
noted that this extends to athletic 
events and school field trips. 

This policy extends to every¬ 
one on school grounds, whether 
it be students, faculty, staff, par¬ 
ents, contractors, etc. 

Ford said that so far, he has 
not faced any opposition to the 
new rules and he said he hopes 
that continues. 

“We hope for that to contin¬ 
ue,” Ford said. “We’ve had sev¬ 
eral community members speak 
at the board meetings in support 
of the decision, so we’re glad to 
have their support.” 

Ford noted that the move to 
a completely smoke-free cam¬ 
pus will set a positive example 
going forward, not only for the 
students but for the community 
as a whole. 

“It sets a good example for 
our community,” Ford said. “But 
not only that, it sets a better ex¬ 


ample for our students.” 

The Russell County School 
Board has worked closely with 
the Lake Cumberland District 
Health Department and Partners 
in Prevention to make this hap¬ 
pen, and he said he is thankful 
for their cooperation. 

“I know this is a difficult habit 
to break,” Ford said. “So we of¬ 
fer resources to help with the 
Lake Cumberland District Health 
Department and Partners in Pre¬ 
vention. They have been great to 
work with and I look forward to 
working with them in the future.” 

Lake Cumberland District 
Health Department Educator 
Shirley Roberson Daulton said 
that she is very excited about the 
schools’ move to being a tobac¬ 
co-free campus. Daulton said 
that school administration has 
been very helpful in making this 
happen. 

“Michael Ford has been very 
helpful in getting this done,” 
Daulton said.

a new smoking area. 

“I believe it’ll be something 
similar to what Arby’s has done,” 
Daulton said. 

Daulton said that she is al¬ 
ways glad to assist local busi¬ 
nesses that make the decision to 
go smoke-free. 

“We educate them on the 
dangers that are associated with 
smoking,” Daulton said. “People 
are becoming aware of those 
dangers. I think it is great when 
businesses make the decision to 
go smoke-free. I am so proud 
of the ones that have made that 
choice.” 

Daulton said that she hopes 
to achieve a 100 percent com¬ 
pliance rate with businesses, but 
also understands the concerns 
that owners have with making 
that decision. 

“They’re afraid of losing busi¬ 
ness, losing customers,” Daulton 
said. 

Daulton said that businesses 
going smoke-free is an issue of 
public health. 

“It’s not a rights issue,” 
Daulton said. “It’s a public health 
issue.” 
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Studies show that 


Kentucky consistently ranks 
in the top five in the nation for 
the highest percentage of smok¬ 
ers. Approximately 31 percent 
of adults in Russell County are 
identified as smokers, accord¬ 
ing to a study conducted by the 
Center for Disease Control and 
Prevention and the Kentucky De¬ 
partment for Public Health. 

“There have been major push¬ 
es within the state legislature to 
ban smoking at work places and 
at indoor public places. That bill 
passed through the Kentucky 
House of Representatives earlier 
this year, but failed to make it to 
a vote in the Senate, according to 
a recent article in the Louisville 
Courier-Journal. 

Many local businesses have 
recently imposed their own 
smoking bans. The majority of 
businesses within Russsell Coun¬ 
ty have gone smoke-free. 

According to Shirley Rob¬ 
erson Daulton, health educator 
at Lake Cumberland District 
Health Department, there are 
only five remaining restaurants 
within Russell County that have 
yet to go smoke-free, to the best 
of her knowledge. 

This after four local gas sta¬ 
tions recently banned smoking 
inside their buildings. The gas 
stations owned by Roy Patel, 
have recently made the change 
to go smoke-free with the help 
of the Lake Cumberland District 
Health Department. 

The Stop and Save Shell (lo¬ 
cated across from Arby’s in Rus¬ 
sell Springs), The Sunoco Laker 
One Stop, The Valero Express 
Mart on Highway 80, and the 
Marathon Station on Highway 80 
are the businesses that have gone 
smoke-free. 

Patel said that he felt like go¬ 
ing smoke-free was the right 
move after he had received com¬ 
plaints from customers. 

“We wanted to improve the 
atmosphere at our businesses,” 
Patel said. “I think it has went 
well. I think it has been pretty 
positive so far.” 

Patel said that the transition 
has been successful thus far, not¬ 
ing that it has been a positive 
experience for the employees 
and that he has not received any 
negative feedback. 

Kathy Jackson, the assistant 
manager at the Stop and Save 
Shell, said that going smoke-free 
has made for a much better atmo¬ 
sphere inside the store. 

“It smells better and it looks 
better,” Jackson said. “It has 
been an all-around good thing. 
It was a conscious move to make 
our business better for our cus¬ 
tomers.” 

She also noted that she has 
noticed a difference in her health 
since the smoking ban has been 
in effect. 

Jackson said that so far, she 
has received positive comments 
from several customers. Jack- 
son said that many of the tourists 
have mentioned the improved 
atmosphere inside the building. 
She also mentioned that they 
have seen increased business 
from children and parents. 

There is a designated smoking 
area for those who wish to smoke 
at the Shell Station. There is a 
picnic table in front of the store 
that is designated as a smoking 
area, though Daulton said that 
they will be working on building

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State Property Tax Rate 
Unchanged for 2015 

Rate is 12,2 cents per $100 assessed value; same since 2008 

The Kentucky Department of Revenue has set the 2015 State Real 
Property Tax Rate at 12.2 cents per $100 of assessed value. 

Kentucky Revised Statute 132.020 requires the Department of 
Revenue to set the real property rate no later than July 1 of each year. 

This rate is based on the revenue generated from the increase in 
taxable real property assessments from 2014 to 2015. 

If the revenue increase is more than four percent after the exclu¬ 
sion of new property added to the tax roll during 2015, then the prior 
year rate must be reduced. 

Because the assessment increase for 2015 is estimated at 2.78 
percent, the state rate will remain the same as the 2014 rate, 12.2 
cents per $100 of assessed value. 

All of the revenue generated from the state property tax rate will 
go into the state’s General Fund.

Democracy: What does it mean?

Democracy. . . how does one define it? Each semester I ask stu¬ 
dents in my American Government course to describe what democ¬ 
racy means to them. I often get answers ranging from free speech, 
elections, religious liberty, personal rights and so on. But since the 
Supreme Court of the United States’(SCOTUS) ruling on Oberge- 
fell vs. Hodges legalizing same-sex marriage throughout the United 
States in the past few days, I have truly had to step back and closely 
examine democracy and the future of democracy within the United 
States. This article will explore the government aspect of the ruling 
and what it may mean for the future of our democratic society. 

I truly believe the decision by SCOTUS took a large chunk out 
of U.S. democracy as we know it by removing the freedoms of Ken¬ 
tuckians and Americans to vote and decide on social or wedge is¬ 
sues that are often highly debatable. The decisions for Americans to 
determine what is best for them through direct elections or through 
representative democracy when it comes to an issue like same sex 
marriage may jeopardize the future of democracy in the United 
States. And, that jeopardy is something ALL Americans, regardless 
of political affiliation or stance on the definition of gay marriage, 
should consider. 

Before the SCOTUS ruling, states could decide how to define 
marriage, most siding with the union of one man and one woman. 
While this brought heavy debate, it was a healthy and democratic 
debate that showed how democracy works best - the freedom of ex¬ 
pression, speech, peaceful assembly and ultimately the initiative to 
overcome apathy by going to the ballot box to decide what measure 
would be best for themselves and their own individual state on a 
social issue like gay marriage. By allowing the decision of nine (or 
in this case five) to replace the voice of elected state officials and 
an individual’s vote, the Supreme Court hit democracy right in the 
stomach with a sharp jab. 

As a legislator, this decision was an obstruction that hinders my 
ability to formulate policy decisions for my constituents. As a citi¬ 
zen, the decision probably caused many of you to continue to grow 
more and more pessimistic of government by seeing a ruling that 
superseded the voice and vote of millions. While many may disagree 
on gay marriage, a more troubling foreseeable issue is that repercus¬ 
sions that may come from seeing our democratic form of govern¬ 
ment erode due to the higher court inserting itself into a democratic 
society. 

What makes my political science classrooms lively and healthy 
is the free flowing of expressive ideas and discussions on a host of 
issues amongst students with differing perspectives. . .death penalty, 
immigration, minimum wage, marriage, etc. We are all going to have 
different ideas based on our political diversity and the political so¬ 
cialization factors that have shaped each one of our political ideolo¬ 
gies regardless of our age, race, gender or nationality. 

The beauty of our society is just like the classroom. We have the 
ability to conduct healthy discussions, exchange ideas peacefully and 
vote on issues that are important to us as Kentuckians and Ameri¬ 
cans. That is the United States that I hope our founding fathers beck¬ 
oned for. However, based on this recent ruling, I must now ask the 
questions, ‘Is democracy still protected. . .is our freedom to vote still 
valued as it should be by the courts...can legislators still make deci¬ 
sions that reflect their constituents and those individuals’ values go¬ 
ing forward?’ 



For those of you with questions on how the Kentucky State Sen¬ 
ate will deal with the fallout over the SCOTUS ruling in respect to 
gay marriage, our Senate leadership and myself are in the process of 
drafting legislation for this upcoming legislative session to address 
the issues of county clerks objecting to issuing marriage licenses to 
same sex couples, as well as pastors refusing to conduct ceremonies 
or to make facilities available to same sex marriages. This is unchar¬ 
tered territory for us all, and I ask that you continue to pray for the 
work of myself and our legislators. Please feel free to contact me 
with any questions or concerns. I appreciate the ability to serve and 
represent you in the Kentucky State Senate.

Advanced 
Grazing School 
to focus on 
warm-season 
annuals

Adding warm-season grasses 
into a grazing system can help 
livestock producers better man¬ 
age the summer months, when 
cold-season pastures typically 
take a hit. Producers can learn 
how these forages can enhance 
their operations by attending the 
Advanced Kentucky Grazing 
School August 17 at the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky Spindletop Re¬ 
search Farm in Lexington. 

The one-day event is for pro¬ 
ducers who have attended at least 
one other UK grazing program. 
This year’s event is hosted by the 
UK College of Agriculture, Food 
and Environment, the Kentucky 
Beef Network and the Kentucky 
Forage and Grassland Council. 

During the program, partici¬ 
pants will receive in-depth in¬ 
formation and important grazing 
concept reminders from forage 
and animal specialists at UK and 
from throughout the Southeast.

licenses. 

The county clerk from Rowan 
County has been sued by four 
couples, two same sex couples 
and two opposite sex couples, for 
not issuing licenses. 

The lawsuit, filed in United 
States District Court in Ashland, 
Kentucky, requests an injunc¬ 
tion ordering the Rowan County 
Clerk to begin issuing licenses. It 
alleges that her policy is uncon¬ 
stitutional and asks for punitive 
damages for violating the four 
couples’ rights. 

According to an article pub¬ 
lished in the Lexington Herald- 
Leader last week, officials have 
been warned that the defiant 
clerks could be risking criminal 
charges including official mis¬ 
conduct which is a misdemeanor 
punishable by up to a year in jail. 

Another area clerk who at first 
also refused to issues marriage 
license, Casey Davis of Casey 
County, this week is asking Gov. 
Beshear to call the Kentucky leg¬ 
islature into session to address 
the issue. 

His suggestion is to allow 
couples to apply for marriage li¬ 
censes online, much in the same 
manner that a Kentucky resident 
can obtain a hunting or fishing 
license. 

Clinton County Judge/Execu¬ 
tive Richard Armstrong has also 
stood firm on the issue saying he 
will not perform any marriages 
in the future. 

“We’ve all been advised to not 
do any marriages,” Armstrong 
said. “I guess it will be a thing of 
the past for around here.” 

Effective on June 29, 2015, 
Armstrong stopped performing 
marriages as part of his duties as 
county judge/executive. 

“This is going to come down 
to what an individual thinks,” 
Armstrong said. “People are go¬ 
ing to have an issue with this just 
because they can. There hasn’t 
been two women or two men 
come up here and ask me to mar¬ 
ry them.” 

Unlike the office duties of the 
county clerk, the county judge/ 
executive can choose whether or 
not to perform marriages. 

“I don’t have to if I don’t want 
to. Believe it or not, when I took 
this job, it was something I did 
not know I had to do. The pre¬ 
vious judge said he performed a 
lot of weddings. I’ve done maybe 
two or three since I’ve been here, 
and I didn’t care for it then. It 
don’t seem right, and I’ve told 


the people I performed it for. I 
sat down with each couple and 
talked to them and told them I 
thought you should be married in 
a church by a preacher, and I still 
feel that way.” 

Armstrong said he is glad he 
doesn’t have to perform marriag¬ 


es if he doesn’t want to, but he is 
sad for the clerks. 

“Some of them are going to 
have to make a stand,” Armstrong 
said. “The lawyers at KACO said 
they will back us, but that doesn’t 
mean we will win. Nobody wants 
to go to court.”

President Taylor dies of cholera 

July 9,1850 

Zachary Taylor, the 12th president of the United States, dies suddenly from an attack of cholera 
morbus. He was succeeded by Millard Fillmore. 

Raised in Kentucky with little formal schooling, Zachary Taylor received a U.S. Army commission 
in 1808. He became a captain in 1810 and was promoted to major during the War of 1812 in recogni¬ 
tion of his defense of Fort Harrison against attack by Shawnee chief Tecumseh. In 1832, he became a 
colonel and served in the Black Hawk War and in the campaigns against the Seminole Indians in Florida, 
winning the nickname of “Old Rough and Ready” for his informal attire and indifference to physical 
adversity. 

Sent to the Southwest to command the U.S. Army at the Texas border, Taylor crossed the Rio Grande 
with the outbreak of the Mexican-American War in 1846. In May, Taylor defeated the Mexicans at the 
battles of Palo Alto and Resaca de la Palma, and in September he captured the city of Monterrey. In 
February 1847, he achieved his crowning military victory at the Battle of Buena Vista, where his force 
triumphed despite being outnumbered three to one. This victory firmly established Taylor as a popular 
hero, and in 1848, despite his lack of a clear political platform, he was nominated as the Whig presiden¬ 
tial candidate. 

Elected in November, Taylor soon fell under the influence of William H. Seward, a powerful Whig 
senator, and in 1849 he supported the Wilmot Proviso, which would exclude slavery from all the territory 
acquired as a result of the Mexican War. His indexible responses to Southern criticisms of this policy 
aggravated the nation’s North-South conflict and revealed his political inexperience. Matters were at a 
stalemate when he died suddenly on July 9, 1850. 

On July 4, 1850, Taylor reportedly consumed raw fruit and iced milk after attending holiday cel¬ 
ebrations and a fund-raising event at the Washington Monument, which was then under construction. 
Over the course of several days, he became severely ill with an unknown digestive ailment. His doctor 
diagnosed the illness as cholera morbus, a flexible mid-nineteenth-century term for intestinal ailments 
as diverse as diarrhea and dysentery but not related to Asiatic cholera, the latter being a widespread 
epidemic at the time of Taylor’s death. The identity and source of Taylor’s illness are the subject of 
historical speculation, although it is known that several of his cabinet members had come down with a 
similar illness. 

Fever ensued and Taylor’s chance of recovery was small. On July 8, Taylor remarked to a medical 
attendant: I should not be surprised if this were to terminate in my death. I did not expect to encounter 
what has beset me since my elevation to the Presidency. God knows I have endeavored to fulfill what I 
conceived to be an honest duty. But I have been mistaken. My motives have been misconstrued, and my 
feelings most grossly outraged. 

Despite treatment, Taylor died at 10:35 p.m. on July 9, 1850. He was 65 years old. 

Taylor was interred in the Public Vault of the Congressional Cemetery in Washington, D.C., from 
July 13,1850, to October 25,1850. (It was built in 1835 to hold remains of notables until either the grave 
site could be prepared or transportation arranged to another city.) His body was transported to the Taylor 
Family plot where his parents were buried on the old Taylor homestead plantation known as “Spring- 
field” in Louisville, Kentucky. 

Barefoot Bandit captured in the Bahamas 

July 11, 8010 

On this day in 2010, after a two-year manhunt, 19-year-old Colton Harris-Moore of Washington 
state is arrested following a high-speed boat chase in the Bahamas. Harris-Moore was suspected of 
stealing an airplane in Indiana and crash-landing it in the Bahamas the week before. Nicknamed the 
“Barefoot Bandit” for going shoeless during some of his alleged crimes, the teen was a suspect in scores 
of other burglaries in the United States and Canada, where he was accused of swiping everything from 
potato chips to credit cards, small planes, boats and cars. During his time as a fugitive, Harris-Moore 
gained a cult-like following online, with fans viewing him as a folk hero and praising his brazenness and 
his uncanny ability to elude law-enforcement officials. 

Growing up on Camano Island, Washington, Harris-Moore had a difficult, impoverished childhood. 
He reportedly stole food from neighbors, had a turbulent relationship with his mother (his father spent 
time in jail and is believed to have been largely absent from the family) and was often in trouble at school 
before dropping out in the 10th grade. His first criminal conviction was at age 12, for possession of stolen 
property. 

In April 2008, Harris-Moore escaped from a Renton, Washington, juvenile halfway house, where he 
was serving time for burglarizing homes. Over the next two years, he continued his crime spree, breaking 
into a long string of private residences and businesses, primarily in the Pacific Northwest, while camping 
in the woods and unoccupied homes. The teen, who learned to fly without any formal training, became a 
suspect in the theft of at least five small planes, all of which he managed to pilot and safely crash-land. 

In early July 2010, Harris-Moore commandeered an aircraft in Bloomington, Indiana, and hew it to 
the Bahamas, where he crash-landed on Great Abaco Island. He allegedly went on to commit a series of 
break-ins throughout the Bahamas, before being nabbed in a stolen boat by Bahamian police in the early 
hours of July 11. 

Harris-Moore eventually pleaded guilty to seven federal charges, including two airplane thefts and a 
bank robbery, as well as more than 30 state charges in Washington, including burglary and identity theft. 
In December 2011, he was sentenced in state court to seven years in prison. In January 2012, a federal 
judge in Seattle sentenced Harris-Moore to six-and-a-half years behind bars, to run concurrently with 
his state time.

All schools in county to open August 89 

This year for the first time in history, all the rural schools of the county, the Albany schools and 
Clinton County High School will open on the same date, Monday, August 29, according to Supt. Robert 
Polston. 

The 1960-61 school term will be for nine and one fourth months, which is five days more than 
here-to-fore. The starting date for all schools was set the same on account of the transportation, as more 
schools will be consolidated and students will be transported by school bus to most of the schools. 

The Irwin Consolidated School building is nearing completion, and will do away with about ten 
one-room schools this school year, with the students from the discontinued schools being transported to 
Irwin. 

A band director, Miss Leta Kay Campbell, Wayne County, has been employed for the high school. 
The old cannery building has been remodeled and will be used as a band room. Miss Campbell, 22, ma¬ 
jored in music at Eastern State College, Richmond. 

The new science department of CCHS is under construction and will be ready for the 1960-61 term, 
which will give the school its first modern science department. Construction on the balconies of the gym 
is also underway. 

Two discontinued rural school buildings were sold Friday by the county board of education. The 
Central Union School building and grounds were purchased by Seibert Byers for $1,032.00. 

The Beech Bottom School building was purchased by Bill Piercy for $102.00. Most of the Beech 
Bottom School grounds reverted to the Beech Bottom Baptist Church. A small tract of the school prop¬ 
erty was bought by the church for $15.00. 
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Kentucky Afield Outdoors: 

Trail cameras are windows into the woods 


A few paces inside a tree line 
that borders an open field thick 
with chest-high grass lies a tan¬ 
gle of narrow, sun-dappled game 
trails just a stone’s throw from 
the Kentucky River below. 

Bo Spencer knows deer, tur¬ 
key, raccoon and the occasional 
bobcat travel these thorough¬ 
fares because a trail camera he 
set up to photograph the spot has 
captured images of them. 

He’s returned this morning to 
swap out the SD card, replace the 
batteries and see that the unit is 
operating properly before mov¬ 
ing on to do the same with trail 
cameras deployed elsewhere on 
his family’s central Kentucky 
farm. 

“You can’t spend 24 hours a 
day in the woods when you work 
and have family obligations but 
the camera can,” said Spencer, 
an information specialist with 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“You can see what’s there that 
you don’t get to see.” 

Trail cameras have evolved 
from somewhat of a novelty to 
one of the most sophisticated 
and useful tools available to 
hunters, landowners and wildlife 
biologists. Biologists use them 
for research purposes and to de¬ 
rive density estimates. 

For hunters, setting trail cam¬ 
eras out now can heighten ex¬ 
citement about the approaching 
hunting seasons and pay divi¬ 
dends once those seasons open 
later this summer and fall. 

“Your camera can scout 
when you can’t,” said Spencer, 
an avid deer and turkey hunter 
who makes his own turkey calls. 
“Whether it’s a big deer, turkey 
or another species that you’re 
looking for, you can find out 
where it’s at. Right now, deer 
are holding to a summer pat¬ 
tern. You can kind of gear up in 
preparation for the early archery 
season.” 

The summer pattern for 
deer is characterized by limited 
movement. Therefore, areas near 
food sources and along travel 
corridors leading to and from 
those areas should be a focus. 


“Bucks aren’t spending a lot 
of time on their feet. They feed at 
night or around sunrise and sun¬ 
set and bed during the day,” said 
Gabe Jenkins, deer and elk pro¬ 
gram coordinator for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “Your female 
deer are going to move more 
because they’re feeding fawns. 
Their nutrient intake needs to be 
higher, so they’ll move a little 
more. 

“The pattern really changes 
right about the time our archery 
season opens in early Septem¬ 
ber.” 

Setting a trail camera in an 
easy-to-access location minimiz¬ 
es disturbance to the area. Pa¬ 
tience can limit pressure felt by 
the animals. Spencer generally 
waits one to two weeks before 
checking a trail camera. 

“If I’ve got one around water 
that can fluctuate up and down if 
we get a rain, I’ll go move it up, 
take it down, whatever I need to 
do to make sure it doesn’t wash 
away or get swamped,” he said. 
“I almost lost a camera to rising 
water last year.” 

The right mounting height for 
a trail camera may depend on the 
species of animal most likely to 
be encountered as well as the 
surrounding vegetation. Wind¬ 
blown tall grass or leaves can trip 
a camera, eating up memory and 
diminishing battery life. 

In general, 36 to 48 inches 
off the ground is a good rule of 
thumb. Hunters may want to 
place their trail cameras higher to 
get them out of an animal’s sight 
line and above vegetation or if 
there are concerns about security. 

Where the camera is pointed 
can make a big difference in im¬ 
age quality. Position the camera 
so the lens isn’t pointed directly 
in the direction of the rising or 
setting sun. Direct sunlight can 
cause “lens flare” and reduce 
image quality. Angling the lens 
downward can safeguard against 
this effect. 

Batteries are the lifeblood of 
the trail camera. Spencer doesn’t 
skimp. He prefers name-brand 
alkaline batteries. 

The newest trail cameras take 


high-resolution photos and high- 
definition video. Some models 
can wirelessly text photos to mo¬ 
bile phones or email accounts. 
Those photos may be stamped 
with the date and time but also 
the temperature, barometric 
pressure and moon phase. 

Spencer considers three pri¬ 
mary things when choosing a 
trail camera: ease of use, quality 
of the pictures and features. He 
prefers at least an 8 megapixel 
camera paired with a 4 gigabyte 
SD memory card. 

“You don’t have to break the 
bank but you do want to weigh 
the options and get one that’s 
going to have really good pic¬ 
ture quality,” Spencer said. “You 
could buy an inexpensive trail 
camera but you may not get a 
good array of features or good 
battery life or quality pictures.” 

Spencer uses three types of 
trail cameras that vary in cost. 

“Mostly, I have infrared cam¬ 
eras because they’re often the 
most affordable,” he said. “A 
lot of times, people use black 
flash cameras in high-traffic ar¬ 
eas where they’re trying to hide 
them from people. White flash 
cameras are going to produce 
good night pictures. I really like 
to use my white flash camera in 
the fall and winter to take pic¬ 
tures of predators at night. They 
also work well for deer over a 
mineral site. The infrared pic¬ 
tures get the black and white at 
night but can have a limited flash 
range.” 

As a hunter would sight-in a 
rifle or pattern a shotgun before 
a hunting season, take time to 
read the owner’s manual and fa¬ 
miliarize yourself with the trail 
camera’s features and functions. 
In turn, it will reward you with 
beautiful images and valuable 
insight into the land and the ani¬ 
mals on it.
